The Extension Hortiiulturist of 
the College of Agriiulture has been 
conducting damoa«tratio|i ' orchards 
in Taitoaa oooatiso ia tha State -of 
Kentueky. In practically every ease 
it has been found that where good 
methods have been applied and good 
maiy^remeat giran the orchard, prof- 
itably returns have been received. 
Mr. Joseph Polin, Springfield, Ky., 
had one of the damonatration or- 
ehards during^he 1930 season. This 
orchard contained approximately an 
acre and part of the treea were not 
given 'ireatment in order to ~^demon- 
strath what treatment would do as 
a meant of comparison. Mr. Polin 
waa, submitted flm following figures 
to the extension horticulturist ns 
representing hia season's work. 

Tho treated treaa pipodnoed over 
'42 buahela of IJnmber One fruit and 
SMue of tiieae, applea, were aold dur-. 
ing the summer and aame^era kept 
for winter use, and the priea ia eati- 
iHiited at the present figures, whieh 
luukes the total valna of the 42 
buhhela, lAOl. t^a ooat of giving 
this orchard the neceasary treat- 
ment such as pruning, and spraying, 
was estimated at <20, making a net 



profit of over |80 on less than aa 
acre. In speaking of this Mr. Polin 
stated the returns are much more 
than iia had aspaotod, takiny into 
consideration the condition of tho 
orchard; but he ia; convinced that 
by giving t|^ orchard good treat- 
ment and cove, which .|{imaiat8 of 
fertilizing the ground, pruning and 
spraying the trees, that the orchard 
on the average farm in KaotaAy, 
can be made to bring in handsome 
returns. At least it will more than 
pay ita way, whieh wiU maaa- ooa- 
siderable to the peoplf whaB" it ia 
possible for them to hare aH of the 
/rnit that tiiay want, basidea ao^a 
to sell in ordeiTto defray operating 
expenses. This orchard ean be taken 
as fairiy representation of the gen- 
eral orehaid ooaditioM of the atate, 
and it will illnatnto iHial ea%ba 
done by good aaaayaaoat.
